Complete sanitation and venterinary measures for fighting brucellosis 
and tuberculosis in livestock vill be carried out in the cly of Alma-Ata 
on the basis of the 21 April 19^9 de laion of the Ireoutive Committee of 
the Alma-Ata City Soviet pf Workers 1 Deputies. The following are subject 
to compulsory inspection: 

For brucellosis — horses, donkeys, large homed cattle, sheep, goats, 
swine, and dogs, In July and fresa September to November. 

For tuberculosis — large homed cattle, sheep, donkeys, and swine, 
in July and October. 

Enterprises, institutions and citizens possessing farm must 

submit them to treatment in the veterinary hospitals In their rayoa. 
Individuals evading this order *111 be subject to a 100-ruble fine. 
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
